LONDON, March 1.—Diplomatic and martial circles 
in Europe are 


awaiting with intense interest Uie report of the concentrated attack on 
Tort Arthur by land and sea promised for today. That the fight will be in 
a large degree a final one so far as Port Arthur as a battle ground is 
concerned is generally expected. The Japanese seem determined to make 
this the most persistent assault yet attempted. 


As to the preparedness of the two opposing armies ana fleets for the 


contest there is a variety of ouinibn 
The concensus of opinion taken 


from the reports on hand, indicates that Russia is but illy prepared to meet 
n two-headed battle at this time. In the first place her sea defenses are 
believed to be badly crippled. The fact that the three cruisers, the Novik, 
the Askold and the Fayan have been standing the brunt of the intermit- 
tent Japanese sea attacks for the past few days means one of two things, 
either the three vessels mentioned wr.re the only ones-left in fighting con- 
dition or else the attack on the part of the Japs to block the entrance to 
the harbor, February 24, was successful to the degree that no larger ves- 
sels than'the three cruisers can comeout and fight. 


It may'bft if a report received by the Daily Telegraph this morning is 


true that the Russians have not even these three vessels to oppose the 
.Taps which would simplify tho attack on the port for the Japanese to an 
appreciable degree. This report to the Telegraph, which comes from Ym- 
Kow.says that in an attack on the harbor jesterday by fifteen Japanese 
the Bayan, Askold and Novid were all badly damage'!, and the battleship 
Retvizan which is stranded at_the left side of the entrance, was further 
damaged.

jn'ostTlucidrdescription of this side "of"the'Russian plight is given in a uli~ 
patch to the Times from its Paris coi respondent this morning. The Cor- 
respondent quotes a merchant having business with Port Arthur as stating 
that should the Russian communicaticns back of the forte be cut off, Port 
Arthur would not nave sufficient provisions or ammunition to last for a 
fortnight 
The merchant adds that this lack is due to the spoiling of 


Russian, plan by the Japanese occupation of the Yellow Sea and the water- 
ways about Port Arthur. The Russian officials expected to transport con- 
siderable of their munitions of war by water, owing to the congested state 
cf the railways. That the Russians appreciate this critical state of af- 
fairs is attested to by the order issued by General Stoessel and quoted in 
these dispatches yesterday in which the commandant stated that there was 
no way of escape except through fighting to the death.

' In comparing thc strength of the 
P.ussiau and Japanese fleets in the far 
cant no account has been.taken of the 
lighting qualities of the men behind 
the guns, says the New York Press. 


It is difficult to estimate the merits 


of the Russians, for they have never 
been tested iu marine warfare, but 
with the Japanese nuvy it is different. 
Thc officers' and men have stood the 
test of war most creditably. In no 
naval battles in history were deeds of 
heroism more common than during the 
Chino-Japanese war. 
The Japanese 


recount hundreds of them and so do 
the foreign officers und newspaper 
correspondents who were with the 
rival navies during that war. 
Here 


are a few of the most striking stories 
which show the sort of men who make 
up tbe crews of Japan's warships: 


At the sea fight off Haizang—better 


known as the battle of Yalu—the Chi- 
nese ironclads Ting Yuen and Chen 
Yuen were far superior in armament 
and size to any vessels in the Japanese 
fleet. Every Japanese officer and sail- 
or was keen on destroying them and 
one of the vessels was hit over 300 
times. 


Two Japanese, on different ships, 


asked with their dying breath, 7<Has 
the Ting Yuen sunk yet?" One was a 
marine on the flagship Matsushima. 
He had received ten wounds and was 
horribly burned. In reply to his ques- 
tibu, his captain told him that the Ting 
Yuen was disabled and they were 
about to attack the Chen'Yuen. He 
smiled with joy and died. The other 
man was a seaman on the Akagi. 
When told that the Ting Yuen was on 
fire, he cried, "We have her at last!" 
and expired. 


Japanese sailors are mindful of their 


duty even in the agony of death. At 
Haizang an armorer named Ivujuro on 
the Itsukushima was mortally wound- 
ed. As he lay dying on the deck he 
drew a key from his pocket and waved 
his hand until one of his comrades 
came to him. 


"Here is the key'to the tool chest in 


the torpedo tube ixioru," he said. "Give 
it to the officer in. charge of the chest. 
I .am dying, and.if it could not be 
found great trouble and confusion 
would arise." 


Then he rolled over and died. 
Haizang produced innumerable heroic 


deeds. ' "There were so many casual- 
tics that the corpses could not be car- 
ried below,'' said '"Lieutenant Kimura 
Kokichi, who was in tbe thick of the 
fight aboard the flagship Matsushima 
"Instead of being at all intimidated at 
this, the survivors at once stepped into 
the places of the fallen, even before 
any command to that effect could be 
given. The firing was neve&for a mo 
meat permitted to slacken. 


•'Even the noucombatants were stir 


red by the noble ardor of the fightin; 
meu and begged for permission to join 
them. One man who had been shot in 
the'abdomen objected to being carried 
to the surgeon's ward. He did not wan 
to be the cause of taking any of th< 
fighters away from their guns. 


"Another after having had his face 


burned out of all recognition in at 
tempting to extinguish a fire stood by 
helping all he could until the flames 
were put out, when he fell dead- 
j 


chief gunner whose under jaw ha 
been shot away and who. therefore 
could not utter a word signed to a sub 
orclinate with a nod to take his plac 
and fell dead after he had placed th 
handle of the gun lever in the subordi 
nate's hand. Kut such instances o 
heroism wore not confined to the Mat 
sushima. They were repeated time an 
again on every ship that had part i 
the battle."

• A bugler on tiie Fuse was struck in 
the abdomen by a fragment of a "shell 
while in thc act of sounding a signaL 
He extracted the splinter of iron with 
his left hand and still held the bugle 
to his lips with 4he right. A doctor 
canie up aud offered to bandage the 
wound, which w.-js painful and danger- 
ous. The liujtlT refused to go below or 
even \vastc liinf being bandaged. "I 
must go on giving thc signals until 
my strength fnil< me^he said. A few 
minutes Inter li<- was shot dead.

"\"ice Admiral llakaroff, who is on 


ihe way to Port Arthur to assume com- 
mand of the remains of the Itussian 
fleet and relieve Vice Admiral Stark. 
s the Xanscn or Peary of tlie Russian 
navy. His principal claim to fame thus 
far has been his work in building 
:reat ships designed to free the chan- 
nels of Russian harbors of ice in -win- 
ter time. So successful has he been in 
this task that he is called "Makaroff, 
the Ice Breaker." It remains to be 
seen, however, whether he. will "cut 
any ice" with the wily Japanese-when 
he gets to work at Port Arthur. 


Vice Admiral Makaroff is fifty-five 


years of age and a splendid specimen 
of physical manhood. He is very till 
and broatl shouldered, and his massive 
face is half covered by a thick beard. 
In the war between Russia and Tur- 


coveries. A few years ago in the 
steamer Ermak, a great ice breaker of 
his own invention, Makaroff endeav- 
ored unsuccessfully to smash his way 
through the ice to the north pole. 


Other ice breakers designed by him 


have been of great service to the Rus- 
sian government in keeping Baltic sea- 
ports, Vladivostok harbor and Lake 
Baikal free from ice. 


The Vladivostok squadron, freed by 


Makaroff 
ice breakers, is 
strong 


enough to cope -with a cruiser division 
of the Japanese fleet and is too swift 
to be caught by battleships. It is com- 
posed of the Gromovoi. Rossia and Ru- 
rik. three of the most powerful ar- 
mored cruisers in the world, and the 
protected cruiser Bogatyr. This cruis- 
er squadron is commanded by Captain 
Reitzenstein, who recently 
replaced 


.Rear Admiral Stackelberg. 


Any of the three-armored cruisers of 


Captain Reiteenstein's squadron is able 
to cope with a battleship of .the .second 
class. The Gromovoi is of 12,336 tons 
displacement and the Rossia 100 tons 
smaller.

The bill before Congress for govern- 


ment aid for building sood roads has 
met its quietus for the present ses- 
sion. It proposed to appropriate the 
£um of $42,000,000 for the purpose, 
but it has been dropped in the waste 
basket of- the 
House by order of 


Speaker Cannon. As he represents a 
otrictly rural 
constituency it 
turns 


out that the 
national 
good 
roads 


movement has encountered insuper- 
able obstacles from a quarter that was 
relied upon as friendly. 
-'' Whether Mr. Cannon will be h«ld 
'to account for his action by the Jlurm- 
ers of his district remains to be seen. 
'Certainly from their standpoint good 
roads' are desirable and important 


• Some traffic experts claim to have 
discovered that in some parts of the 
touiitry it costs the farmer as much 
'to get his surplus products to the 
nearest'railroad station as it does to 
transport them by rail to market. 
This estimate includes certain items 
cf cost of which the farmer takes no 
tote, such as the value of his time,

On 
Monday, the last day of the month, 
this company ceased operations anfl 
in the future the construction worft 
will be done solely by the owners, the 
Tucker-Anthony syndicate. 


Following the acquiring of their own 


construction work the Tucker-Aiithony 
syndicate has chosen their 
manager 


that has heretofore been stationed at 


Newark, Mr. J. H. Harrigan, and he 
will from now ou. have full charge of 
the work. 


Manager Harrigan will push all con- 


staiction and the road will be placed 
in operation at an early dale. The 
line will enter this city at tlie west and 
will have full use of the city railway 
lines where the same is wanted. This 
latter privilege was ceded by the city 
company upon them securing the late 
franchise to operate in .the city. 


The new interurbac and city electric 


railway office in the Slack building, 
Main and Sixth streets, will be estab- 
lished at an early'date. Monday, the 
stock of the Outlet company was pur- 
chased by the- Salvage company and 
the room will be vacated within the 
next few days.

IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Bill to Facilitate Adoption 6f Constitutional Amend- 


ments-Arc Lights for Railroad Crossings—New 


Measures Introduced by Members. 


Columbus. March 1.—With a view to 


facilitating the auontion of constitu- 
tional amendments, Senator Hjpes. 
of Clarke, offered a resolution pror 
viding that either branch or the iroxi- 
eral assembly may propose ampud- 
ments to the constitution and a three- 
fifths vote shall be necessary to se- 
cure their addition in either house. 


Thereafter these proposed amend- 


ments shall be printed for six mouths 
preceding the next election for sena- 
tors and representatives, in one pa- 
per in each county in the State, and 
where a majority of the voters,voting 
thereon 
approve the 
amendments, 


they shall become a part of the con- 
stitution. 


At present it requires a majority of 


the voters voting at the election at 
which the proposed amendments are 
submitted. This amendment shall be 
voted upon in November. 1905. 


Senator 
Houck will endeavor 
Lo 


amend the Ricketts *-esohition, pro- 
viding for the submission of a consti- 
tutional amendment to separate slate 
and municipal elections, by adding a 
clause prohibiting any state 
official 


rerving more than two years in the 
same office in succession. 


It is altogether probable that tlie 


Ricketts resolution will be adopted in 
advance of the final consideration of 
the Chapman bill, providing for the 
abolishment of spring elections. Over 
Sunday conferences with their 
Con- 


stituents sent a number of the Sena- 
tors back with such a demand. 


The Chapman bill comes up at 2.15 


p. in. today for finpl consideration 
and it vvill not be surprising to see it 
further postponed. 


The fight waged two years ago 


P gainst t^e Jones bill requiring arc 
lights to be placed at railroad cross- 
ings by order of council of any city, 
will be revived this session through 
the Chapman bill, introduced Monday 
providing that council may order the 
placing of such lights, but that the 
globes thereof must be of ground, 
frosted or alabaster slass. This fea- 
iure of slobes is expected to over- 
come thq, objection raised by railway 
engineers that these 
lights -were 


blinding. The railroad 
companies 


must stand the expense of such light- 
ins. 


Ey Paine of Lucas—A bill re-enact- 


ing section 3.821 C and 3.S21 D, R. S. 
which we're recently declared uncnn- 
siitutional by the supreme court This 
decision deprived trust companies of 
the right to act in a fiduciary capa- 
city. 


The Faine amendment' restores ibis 


right, -and provides that courts of rec- 
crd may appoint trust companies to 
act as executors, administrators, as- 
signees, guardian, receiver or trus- 
tees, provided such appointment 
as 


fuardian shall anply to the estate on- 
Iv and ricr to the nerson. Before trust 


companies can act in a fiduciary ca- 
pacity as provided by this bill, they 
must have a capitalization of $50,000 
and deposit an e:iual amount of SP- 
curities with the state treasurer. Un- 
der the old law $100,000 capitalization 
was required, but a deposit of 
only 


$25,000 securities with the state treas- 
urer. 


By Braun of Franklin — A' bill 


amending section 1.53G-S44 of the re- 
vised statutes of Ohio, so as to g:ve 
municipal corporations control 
over 


waterworks 
a distance of twenty 


miles instead of ten. Bill provides 
that whosoever pollutes a running 
stream, the' water of which is used 
for divers purpose0 of any municipal- 
i'y, by placing in it any offensive sub- 
stance, shall be guilty of misdemeanor 
and fined from from ?5.00 to S150. "Oill 
also provides that board of public 
service must enforce the provisions of 
the bill.
